Jefferson City, Mo., June 30.—The 
state, yesterday took a continuance, 
possibly until September, in the pro­ 
ceedings under 
the 
antitrust 
laws 
against thirty-five lumber 'companies 
alleged to be in an unlawful com­ 
bination in restraint of trade. 
Two witnesses were examined be­ 
fore Special Supreme Court Commis­ 
sioner Robert M. 
Reynolds. 
They 
were J. R. Morehead, a retail lubber 
dealer at Lexington, Mo., 
who 
was 
president of the Southwestern Lum­ 
bermen’s association (retail dealers) 
in 1904 and 1905, and John D. Ride­ 
nour, a dealer at -Green Ridge, Pet­ 
tis county, Mo. 
The state obtained little evidence 
of value from Mr. Morehead, but Mr. 
Ridenour, having been kept out of the 
association, was able to throw some 
light on the woes of those who are 
off the reservation. 
John Ridenour has been in business 
at Green Ridge, Mo., since 1859, and 
has been in 
the 
lumber 
business 
there since 1904, he having operated 
a general merchandise 
store 
prier 
thereto. 
The business is a partner­ 
ship affair, and although not incorpor­ 
ated, represents more than $100,000 
of unincumbered assets, so Mr. Ride­ 
nour stated. 
William Baker is also in the lum­ 
ber business at that place, he said, 
and the latter had frequently told 
him that he was a member of the 
Southwestern Lumbermen’s Associa­ 
tion. 
In 1906, Mr. Ridenour tried to 
join the organization, but his applica­ 
tion and check for $5 were returned 
to him by the secretary of the as­ 
sociation. 
It was indorsed: "Upon 
examination, your application is re­ 
fused." 
Mr. Ridenour then went on at con­ 
siderable length to state that he had 
experienced great difficulty in getting 
orders for lumber filled, although he 
had never failed to pay every bill 
promptly. 
Many of the firms would return his 
orders, he said, with a statem ent that 
they could not fill them, while others 
would refuse them altogether. 
The 
Bucanan Lumber company of Arkan­ 
sas was one, he said, that refused 
to fill his orders, and th© Fordyce 
Lumber company of Arkansas, was 
another. 
He identified a letter from 
the latter company, under 
date 
of 
Fordyce, Ark., July 
13, *1906, 
and 
reading as follows:

“God Save the King.*’ 
We have no leal knowledge of “God 
Save the King” before the rebellion 
of *45, when it became a popular loy­ 
alist song, but tanes of the same 
shape had existed lo*ig before. One is 
to be found in a book “Ayres,” dated 
1619, by Dr. John Bull, and another as 
a minuet by Purcell. 
According to 
another theory, the tune of “God Save 
the King” used to be sung in James 
II.’s private chapel to a Latin hymn 
beginning “O Deus Optime,” and 
after the revolution of 1688 was pre­ 
served by members of the Stuart fam­ 
ily, till it 
was 
performed publicly 
about 1742, on the birthday of the 
princess of Wales. It is interesting to 
find that the words “God save the 
king” are in Coverdale’s Bible of 
1535, and seem to have been used 
there as a familiar phrase rather than 
a translation. 
“God save the king,” 
according to Froude, was a watchword 
in the royal navy in 1545, the counter­ 
sign being “Long to reign over us.”— 
Country Life.

In the Jewish District of New York 
Food Is Especially Prepared 
for Pupils.

Six hundred and thirty Jewish chil­ 
dren of New York had luncheon the 
other day for the small sum of three 
cents each at the opening of the new 
kosher kitchen just installed in public 
school No. 92. This is the third large 
school in the- city to operate Its own 
lunch room. 
The Idea is to determine Whether 
children in New York elementary 
schools suffer from malnutrition and 
whether serving lunch at cost price in 
the school buildings will tend to raise 
the standard of scholarship in the 
Jewish district, the cooking is done 
according to kosher methods. 
Before school each morning brass 
checks good for one full meal are 
sold in the school yard/ At nine 
o’clock word is sent to the cook as to 
the number of luncheons that will be 
required at noon. 
This does away 
with all waste of food. 
The meals 
are served by the children and they 
do the clearing up and the dish wash­ 
ing under supervision. 
Many of the children come from 
homes where the mothers work out 
by the day sud there is no one to 
prepare the luncheon should they go 
home for IL The medical examination 
shows that the children who have par­ 
taken of the. lunches are In far bet­ 
ter physical condition and are doing 
better school work than those who

(From Wednesday* Dally) 
Charles E. Gallagher, years ago a 
resident of Sedalia, died in St. L o u is 
Monday, aged about 64 or 65 years, 
but friends here know none of the 
particulars. 
Thirty-five or more years ago Mr. 
Gallagher wa9 a conductor on 
the 
Missouri Pacific, and later was pro­ 
moted to trainmaster, with headquar­ 
ters here.

Several yeais ago Mr. Gallagher’s 
eyesight failed him, 
and

was 
forced to give up railroading. 
Of 
late years he had resided in St. Louis, 
where he was engaged in the manu­ 
facture of a patent medicine. 
Charles Roll, of Kansas City, a rel­ 
ative of Mr. Gallagher, in a letter to a 
Sedalia friend, said he was not cer­ 
tain, but be thought the body would 
be brought here for burial. 
Col. J. West Goodwin furnishes tbs 
Democrat-Sentlnel the following trib­ 
ute in regard to the deceased: 
"Charles E. Gallagher, who spent 
his boyhood days in Sedalia, and aft­ 
erwards the conductor of a passenger 
train on the Missouri Pacific railway, 
died in St. Louis June 26. 
He was 
about 65 years of age. 
"For a number of years the de­ 
ceased had been totally blind, and 
even in that condition he succeeded 
in amassing a fortune In the sale of 
a proprietary medicine, which he con­ 
cocted himself.

“Many housewives solved the po­ 
tato problem by cutting that vegeta­ 
ble off their menus,” a wholesale and 
retail dealer Vt the city market said 
this morning. 
“As a result tne in­ 
coming supply accumulated until the 
wholesalers were forced to cut prices 
• in order to get rid of their over' 
stock.” 
Retail dealers paid $2.35 a bushel 
or less for their supplies at the city 
market thiB morning. Two grades of 
hew potatoes offered on the market 
t6day were quoted at $2.25 and $2.50 
a bushel. 
Old potatoes, for which 
there ip little demand, were priced at 
H-75 a bushel 
Kansas City dealers predict teat 
the pttce of potatoes will advance 
again aft soon as the present over­ 
stock is disposed of. The consumers 
ithey believe, .w ilt weaken in their 
determination to do wlthdht a luxury 
once a staple. 
Prices Soaring in Chicago 
Chicago, June 24.—The most dis­ 
tressing thing to the housewives o 
Chicago just now is the niggardly

This condition of affairs is due to 
the fact that the southwest potato 
crops this season are practically fail­ 
ures, wholesalers say.
